"even when made from lemons, in 
a tin vessel with soldered joints, or 
in a galvanized iron vessel, will take 
up the lead from the one or the tine 
from the other. A salt is then 
formed which is very unwho'eaome, 
and when taken iu large quantities 
or continually, u absolutely poison- 
cus. 
This injurious action is con- 


siderably inrrcaspd if citric and ter- 
tttric acids are used instead of 'rem- 
onV in making the lemonade. Con- 
8 ijuently, the me of si ch vessels for 
Umooade should be avoided, f<*pe- 
<ially if the contents are allowed to 
etaud for any length of time.

When conversation turned upon 
DeLeisape* Panama Canal scheme, Gen- 
eral Noyes said that the first thing the 
promoters of the Panama Canal project 
should do would be to see that the Co- 
lumbian Republic and tbe United States 
have a distinct understanding and agree- 
ment which shall be' satisfactory both 
to the government and people of the 
United States, and until that was done 
Gen. Noyes did not believe tbe project 
would be a success, even if it were pos- 
sible to construct such a canal as is 
needed.

p. m.—The president's condition to-day 
has bean decidedly better than on any 
day since the unfavorable symptoms of 
Monday manifested themselves. 
He 


has slept more to day than usual, and 
appears mafth refreshed an ainkeniag. 
While the glandular inflammation bat 
not wholly disappeared, it Is thought 
to be less irritated from the fact that 
the patient does not experience so much 
pain from it. Another sure feature of 
improvement is the tone of hii stomach, 
which has not yet shown any gastric 
disturbance. 


The members of the cabinet and all 


others who called during the day have 
left the mansion obviously mush en- 
couraged. The air of solemnity which 
prevailed at the white bouse the past 
few dayi has given place to a decidedly 
better feeling. It h now qnite gener- 
ally conceded that the parotid inflam- 
mation does not in this ease indicate 
pyaemia and is due entirely to tb< de- 
bilitated condition of the patient. Not 
a word of a despondent chaoMter wai 
uttered to-day by those baving access 
to the president's apartments, and the 
faith in his recovery is expressed by 
them to have been of the most sanguine 
nature. 


Dr. Bliss left the white house a few 


minutes before 10 o'clock to meet Dr. 
Agnew, who arrived at 10:10 p. m. He 
said before leaving the mansion that 
the president was very quiet. He had 
taken five ounces of koumiss and milk 
gruel during the day, and would proba- 
bly take more later. The enemata are 
still continued with satisfactory result*. 
The discharge from the wound, the doc- 
tor said, although considerably reduced 
in quantity, still flows as freely as is 
necessary,1 and the pas is perfectly 
healthy. He (aid the president' bad 
not been under the use of opiates for a 
week. 


All the cabinet members were at the

The fact that he has 
been able to take and retain sufficient 
nourishment to day to not only sustain 
life but to rebuild his system some- 
what, has done more to encourage this 
sentiment of hope than anything else. 
Since the doctors have got control of 
the patient's stomach it is naturally 
supposed that they will hang on to it, 
and permit him to eat nothing wbioh 
will endanger life in future.
